Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 26.— The 
members of the State Prison C< 
mission have become alarmed at the 
smallpox situation within tbe peni- 
tentiary here, and have decided to 
place the matter in the hands of Dr. 
J. N. McCormack, the Secretary of 
State Board of Health. Commis- 
sioner Finnell, in charge of the pris- 
on now, will communicate with Dr. 
McCormack, asking that he come to 
Frankfort Monday and look over the 
situation and advise what steps be 
taken to check further spread of the 



There are now about a dozen cases 
in the prison. The first case devel- 
oped about a month ago. The 
tientwas immediately removed 
the pesthouse and all those who 
were exposed isolated, but this did 
not seem to put a stop to the spread 
of the disease. From time to 
aew cases would break out, and they 
would be taken to the pesfhoua 
Owing to so many many people li< 
ing out in the city who work inside 
the prison, the city authorities of 
Frankfort a few days ago became 
alarmod and took the State officials 
to task about the way affairs 
being conducted an regard to 
ing out the disease. 

It is highly probable that tbe fac- 
tories in the prison will be sbutd< 
until the situation is relieved, 
soon as Dr. McCormack arrives he 
will he consulted, and whatever steps 
he suggested will be taken.

The collection of the pearl 
shell* in which the geinsare found 
Is the main branch of theindostry. 
They are brought from the bot- 
tom of the sea by the divers, who 
go down to :\ depth of from in to 
"<) fathoms. They are used for the 
manufacture of buttons, knife 
handles and other purposes. The 
water is very salty wherever pearl 
shells are found.' 

There are two divisions of 
pearls- oriental, w hich are found 
in rish, and ''baroque," which are 
imbedded in shells and require 
cutting out. These are irregular 
in shap> and sometimes rough in 
snrface. The process of cutting 
Ihem from the shell is a very dim 
cult and delicate one. and there 
are few men capable of practicing 
it with success. 

The pearl is formed by the saliva 
of the fifth, aud it is supposed that 
it Is due to irritation of some sort 
Evidently the flsh has felt a grain 
of sand or some irritating particle 
and bos c<m ere<l it with sali 
continuing the pi ocest till a pearl 
of considerable size is formed. 

This has been ascertained, be- 
caase when a pearl is cut in two 
there is always a small speck in 
the center. . 

The oriental pearl in by far the 
most valuable and round ones are 
in great demand for necklaces at 
present. Many attempts have 
been made to produce I he pearl by 
artificial means, but without suc- 
cess. 

Of late year! the fisheries have 
been diligently worked, and from 
the £tct that uo srw ones arc dis- 
covered, it is safe to say that the 
pearl will enntfour to get scarcer 
and higher.
